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SUBJECT: VISIT OP AMBASSADOR TORRES AND THE EXECUTIVE 
DIRECTOR OP US NATIONAL COMMISSION GUERRA- 
MONDRAGON WITH THE DIRECTOR GENERAL M'BOW 

1. ON PEB. 28 AMBASSADOR TORRES AND MR. GUERRA- 
MONDRAGON PAID A VISIT TO THE DG M'BOW. PRIOR TO THIS 
MEETING THE AMBASSADOR AND MR. GUERRA-MONDRAGON 
BRIEPLY MET WITH MR. JOHN KABORE, DEPUTY ASSISTANT 
DIRECTOR GENERAL/CPX. MR. KABORE GENERALLY SPOKE 
ABOUT THE IMPORTANCE OP NATIONAL COMMISSIONS TO 
UNESCO'S SECRETARIAT AND THE SPECIAL IMPORTANCE OF 
THE US NATIONAL COMMISSION. 

2. AFTER THE BRIEF COURTESY VISIT, MR. KABORE DIRECTED 
AMBASSADOR TORRES AND GUERRA-MONDRAGON TO M'BOW'S 
OPFICE. MR. KABORE WAS PRESENT DURING THE 45-MINUTES 
VISIT. THE DIRECTOR GENERAL, WHO HAD ORIGIANLLY RE- 
QUESTED TO MEET WITH MR. GUERRA-MONDRAGON, IMMEDIATELY 
PROCEEDED TO EXPRESS HIS SATISPACTION AND PLEASURE WITH 
US NATIONAL COMMISSION'S WORK AND WAS ESPECIALLY 
INTERESTED IN THE COMMISSION'S AFRICAN DIASPORA 
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PROJECT. HE HAD INPORMALLY HEARD ABOUT THE COMMI- 
SSION'S PROJECT THROUGH MEMBERS OP THE SECRETARIAT AND 
DURING HIS RECENT VISIT TO PORT-AU-PRINCE TO ATTEND 
A UNESCO MEETING OP EXPERTS IN THE FIELD OF SLAVE 
TRADE TO THE NEW WORLD. AMBASSADOR JONES AND MEMBERS 
OP THE HAITIAN NATIONAL COMMISSION MENTIONED TO HIM 
THE RECENT VISIT OF MR. GUERRA-MONDRAGON TO THE 
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CARIBBEAN IN LATE SUMMER 1976 INVOLVING THE COMMISSION'S 
PROPOSED PROJECT. 

3. M'BOW WAS MOST PLEASED AND ENTHUSIASTIC WITH THE 
ROLE AND INTEREST EXPRESSED BY THE US NATIONAL 
COMMISSION ON THE PROJECT. HE WISHED TO BE KEPT 
ABREAST ON THE DEVELOPMENTS OE THE PROJECT, 

GAVE HIS PERSONAL SUPPORT TO IT, AND EXPRESSED THE NEED 
EOR THE COMMISSION TO WORK CLOSELY WITH UNESCO'S 
SECRETARIAT. MOST IMPORTANT, HOWEVER, WAS HIS INTEREST 
IN HAVING SO MANY NATIONAL COMMISSIONS FROM LATIN 
AMERICA, THE CARIBBEAN, THE US AND AERICA INVOLVED IN 
THE DEVELOPMENT OE THE PROJECT. (THESE JOINT 
COMMISSION PROJECTS HAVE BEEN URGED BY UNESCO'S 
SECRETARIAT, WITH NO APPARENT SUCCESS. THIS PROPOSED 
PROJECT, THEREEORE, FITS THE SECRETARIAT'S MOLD). 

4. THE DG EXPRESSED ENTHUSIASM ABOUT HIS EORTH- 
COMING TRIP TO THE UNITED STATES AND THE PROBABILITY 
THAT HE WOULD MEET WITH ADMINISTRATION OEFICIALS AND 
US NATIONAL COMMISSION MEMBERS. 

5. THE REST OF THE VISIT WAS SPENT WITH THE USUAL 
COURTEOUS EXCHANGES AND SOME OTHER IMPORTANT AND 
SENSITIVE SUBJECTS RAISED BY M'BOW WITH AMBASSADOR 
TORRES. 
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
